In 1981 farmers in these counties 
scattered over the state were 81,151, 
630 behind but for the levy of 1933 
they were only $784,001 in arrears.

Ochs always dominant, the New York 
Times—with its famous slogan All 
the News That’s Fit to Print’’—has 
risen to one of the outstanding news- 
papers of the world. 

Outside the realm of his immediate 
personal enterprises Mr. Ochs took 
most interest in the Associated Press.

Did What Others Feared.

ishers declinec to tackle. An idea of 
the financial weakness of the concern 
at the time may be gained from a 
statement by Mr. Ochs some years 
later when he said: The value placed 
on the shares shortly after I assum 
management was indicated by the sale 
of some of them for 10. cents on the 
dollar.“ 
In three years after its organiza- 
tion the company was placed on a 
paying basis. Since then, with Mr. 
Ochs as the dominating figure, the 
New York Times has risen from the 
bottom to the top in the volume of 
business among New York daily news- 
papers. 

In the newspaper field, outside of 
his own personal enterprises, Mr. 
Ochs took a greater interest in the 
affairs of the Associated Press than 
any other activity. In 1890 he or- 
ganized the Southern Associated Press 
and was one of the incorporators of 
the Associated Press when it was 
chartered under the laws of the state 
of New York after its removal from 
Illinois in 1900. 

First AP Treasurer. 


He served as the first treasurer 
under that incorporation. A member 
of the board of directors, he retired 
in favor of the late Whitelaw Reid 
and in turn succeeded Mr Reid when 
the latter in 1905 went to the Court 
of St James as ambassador from the 
United States. Since then Mr. Ochs 
had continued as a member of the 
board and of the executive committee, 
taking an active part in the business 
of the association and giving his coun- 
sel and advice for the benefit and wel- 
fare of the member newspapers. 

Adolph Simon Ochs was born at 
Cincinnati, Ohio, March 12, 1858, the 
son of Julius and Bertha Levy Ochs. 
His’ father came to the United States 
in 1844. He enlisted for the Mexican 
War and was a federal officer in the 
Civil War, being honorably discharged 
as captain in the 52nd Ohio Volunteer 
infantry. With his family he moved 
in 1865 to Knoxville, Tenn., where 
he entered business. 

There the son, Adolph, received a 
common school education and obtained 
his first newspaper job as a carrier 
boy when the Knoxville Daily Chron- 
icle was started. In 1875 he became 
a printer’s “devil” ‘n the Chronicle 
office at $2 a week.

Expla the operation of the new 
financing, Mr. Ochs said the $1,000,- 
000 of stock of the old company was 
taken up by giving in exchange 2,000 
shares of the new company; the debts 
of the old company were paid, dollar 
for dollar, with $300,000 of the new 


bonds being sold, with some difficul- 
ty, at par for cash, the purchaser 
of each $1,000 bond being given 15 
shares of stock as a bonus. 

„J subscribed for $75,000 of the 
bonds and received 1,125 shares of 
stock as a bonus,” Mr. Ochs said, and, 
as was stipulated in the articles of the 
organization plan, I received 3,876 
shares of the capital stock as com- 
pensation when three years after its 
organization the company was placed 
on a paying basis. So, in this way, 
I acquired control, the majority stock 
of the New York Times Company 
(5,001 shares), as the result of my 
work and the investment of $75,000 
in its bonds.” 

Mr. Ochs later increased his hold- 
ings by purchasing the shares of 
others who were willing to dispose of 
them. Eventually, more than 90 per 
cent of the capital stock of the New 
York Times Company was owned in 
the office of the Times by persons 
who are or were solely employed in 
producing the Times. 

Unprecedented Achievement. 

When Mr. Ochs undertook the reor- 
ganization of the New York Times it 
employed a few more than 100 per- 
sons, had a circulation less than 20,- 
000 daily and gross yearly receipts of 
approximately $500,000. The same 
policies that had been so successful 
in Chattanooga were inaugurated in 
the New York Times with similar 
results and with little or no change 
in the personnel of the then existing 
working organization. The achieve- 
ment was said by Dr. St. Clair Me- 
Kelway, noted editor of the Brooklyn 
Eagle, to be unprecedented in the his- 
tory of American journalism. ' 

By 1928, the 50th anniversary o 
Mr. Ochs’ entry into the publishing 
field, the number of employes of the 
New York Times had increased to 
more than 3,200; the daily circula- 
tion had grown to more than 400,0 
and the sales of the Sunday edition 
to over 700,000, while the annual re- 
ceipts had mounted to more than $25,- 


000. 
Although his business demanded the 
greater part of his attention, Mr. 
Ochs found a way to devote sqme of 
his time to a variety of interests. 
In.the performance of what was as- 
signed to him, he was ‘retiring and 
unassuming and ‘pref, that no 
personal publicity be en te h 
achievements. everthe he was 
the recipient of numerous h ors from 
various sources. ak: 
Toasted by (7). 
In April, 1928, the officers. and 
directors of the Associated Press ten- 
dered him a luncheon in recognition 
of his notable record of 50 years as 
a publisher.

Previously, 
the only toast proposed at these an- 
nual gatherings had been to the presi- 
dent of the United States and the 
first lady of the land.

On that occasion Mr. Ochs was in- 
troduced by William C. Redfield, 
president of the institute, who refer- 
red to him as “the proprietor and 
publisher of the greatest of our news- 
papers.”

Bills to amend the mt mar- 
garine tax in Tennessee have been in- 
troduced in both houses of the Tennes- 
see legislature. Senator J. D. Mosby, 
of Fayette county, vice president ot 
the Mid-South Cotton Growers’ Asso- 


ciation, cotton grower and dairymar, |- 


introduced the amendment in the sen- 
ate and Representative Perry Brow- 
der, of Obion county, member of the 
executive committee of the Tennessee 
Farm Bureau Federation, stockman 
and dairyman, offered it in the house. 


Both bills would permit the sale of 
made strietly from oils and fats pro- 


duced on American farms without“ 


state tax, but would tax margarine 
made from foreign oils ten cents a 
pound. The present tax, which was 

ssed in 1931, makes no distinction 

tween the domestic product and that 
produced from Asiatic food oils. The 
amendment, therefore, would give pref- 
erential consideration to the domes- 
tice product to the advantage of local 
producers, consumers and merchants. 


“Important groups of Tennessee 
cotton, corn; soy bean, anut and 
livestock producers are behind the 
measure,” said Earl 8. Haines, execu- 
tive secretary of the Institute of Cot- 
tonseed Oil Foods. These groups con- 
tend that the ten-cent-per-poynd tax, 
now applied to all margarine, not 
only yields an insignificant revenue 
in the state but severely restricts the 
sale of their products. Since the tax 
on all margarine went into effect in 
1931 the fevenue therefrom has 
dropped from $52,563.70 for the first 
year to to $6,947.20 for the year end- 
ing July 1, 1934. The original bill 
provided an appropriation of $12,500 
annually for administration, In other 
words, at the present rate, the state 
is spending $2 for every dollar col- 
lected. | 

Margarine “Bootlegged.” 

“In the meantime, demand for the 
product in Tennessee has resulted in 
the building up of a big ‘bootleg’ traf- 
fic in margarine, conservatively esti- 
mated to be 2,500,000 pounds annual- 
ly. From this traffic the state re- 
ceives no revenue and the legitimate 
merchants of Tennessee are penalized 
because they cannot compete with the 
‘bootleg’ trade, since they must pay 
the tax, while consumers are required 
to pay five to six cents a pound more 
than consumers in adjoining states. 

“The groups supporting the amend- 
ment state that the 1931 tax on all 
margarine is. uneconomie and preju- 


dicial to their interésts for the follow- b 


ing reasons: 

1. That since the tax was applied, 
the oils from cottonseed, corn, peanut, 
soy bean and pork and beef fats have 
become important ingredients of mar- 
garine. Tennessee is a large producer 
of all. 

“2. That the proposed amendment 
by exempting from tax margarine 
made from home-grown fats and oils 
would immediately result in opening 
wider markets, at fair prices, for 
these surplus products of Tennessee 
farms. 

All Lose, Nobody Gains. 

“3. That the present tax on all 
margarine prohibits the sale of a 
healthful and wholesome domestic food 
product to residents of Tennessee, who 
cannot afford to buy butter. By thus 
injuring both the Tennessee producer 
and consumer, everybody loses—no- 
body ‘gains. , — 

“More than 20,000 Tennessee con- 
sumer families of limited means, head- 
d by Tennessee women’s organiza- 
tions, have signed an appeal to Gov- 
ernor McAlister and the legislature 
asking them to amend the law. State- 
wide organizations of merchants have 
added their support of the amendment 
to those of producers, housewives and 
organized labor. 

Tennessee produces annually about 
100,000,000 pounds of pure cottonseed 
oil, peanut oil, soy bean oil and beef 
aml pork fats. These together with 
milk and salt are the sole ingredients 
of domestic margarine. Greatly in- 
creased revenue for these Tennessee 
producrs would result if their prod- 
ucts could move into the higher-priced 
edible uses provided by margarine.” 


Group for Tax Study 
Named by Talmadge

a state committee to study taxation 
and the economic structure of local 
and state governments. 

The commission, which was created 
by a senate resolution, is composed of 
three members of the present senate, 
three representatives, three citizens 
from the state at large and a state de- 
partment head.

State Auditor Tom Wisdom, Sena- 
tors ‘William M. Lester, of Augusta: 
J. Ellis Pope, of Lyons; and J. Roy 
McGinty, of Chatsworth. Representa- 
tives H. B. Edwards, of Valdosta, A. 
M. Zellner, of Monroe, and R. T. 
He pton, of Blue Ridge: from state 
at large. Ernest Vandiver, a Lavonia 
farmer, Mills B. Lane. Savannah 
banker, and W. L. McElmurray, 
Waynesboro farmer. 
Recommendations by the commis- 
sion are to be made by the governor.

100-GALLON STILL

Huge Tracts of Unproductive Land 
Will Be Bought by Relief Agency 


WASHINGTON, April 8—(?)— 
Attention turned today to the land 
use phase of the $4,880.000,000 work- 
relief program with disclosure that the 
relief administration plans to have 
15,000,000 acres of unproductive land 
purchased or under option by July 1. 

More than 4,000,000 acres—first 
stage in the program for withdrawal 
of sub-marginal land from cultiva- 
tion and conversion into recreation, 
reforestation or game sanctuary areas 
—already are under option. 

Officials, who preferred their 
names be not used, said this would 
be paid for from a $25,000,000 PWA 
allocation, while $50,000,000 of drouth 
relief funds are available for the re- 
mainder. Plans call for purchase of a 
total of 75,000,000 acres over a 15- 
year period, as recommended by the 
national resources board. 

Meanwhile, concern was expressed 
by some officials over a tentative rul- 
ing by Comptroller-General McCarl’s 
office that none of the $4,000.000,000 
would be used for such purchases.

(A Reuters’ correspondent, inter- 
viewing Ludendorff at his villa near 
Munich, quoted the general as saying: 
“As for me, I am not merely an op- 
ponent of Christianity but I am liter- 
ally anti-Christian and a heathen—and 
proud of it.“) 

Ludendorff added to his list of re- 
fused honors today by declining the 
government’s offer of a promotion from 
the rank of “field commander” to 
“field marshal.” Friends said that 
Ludendorff was so proud and unbend- 
ing that he would not accept favors 
from anyone unless he is 100 per cent 
in sympathy with the person or regime 
which offers the favor. 

Ludendorff's published works show 
that he has many reservations regard- 
ing the nazis. 

Church Insenced. 

Reichsfuehrer Hitler, from whom 
Ludendorff has been estranged ever 
since 1923 with the collapse of Hit- 
lers “beer cellar putsch” and Luden- 
dorff's subsequent disavowal of con- 
nection with the incident, ordered the 
nation wide display of flags in honor 
of Ludendorff’s anniversary. 

Church leaders were high incensed 
at the old veteran. A spokesman for 
the eynod cited the declaration at- 
tributed to Ludendorff only three days

“The unification of the German peo- 
ple can never be achieved if interna- 
tional doctrines of any kind, not only 
economic and political, but also doc- 
trines of faith are supreme for our 
people.

ADOLPH S. OCHS 
The death of Adolph S. Ochs, 
publisher of the New York Times, 
prings to a close a long and dis- 
tinguished career that began as 4a 
newsboy in Knoxville, Tenn., and 
led to creation of what is now the 
greatest newspaper in the world. 

Mr. Ochs’ devotion to the pro- 
fession he followed all of his life 
was born when he served as a news- 
boy and printers’ apprentice in 
Knoxville from 1869 to 1873. A 
dew years later he bought the Chat- 
danooga Times, which he still owns, 
and as its editor and publisher began 
the long career of public service 
which was later to make him the 
best known editor of the world. 
In 1896 he bought the New York | 
Times, then in the hands of its cred- 
ftors, and exhibited his remarkable 
genius by immediately starting it on 
the way to the dominant position it 
has held for more than a third of a 
century. 

During all of his career as an edi- 
tor, Mr. Ochs never departed from 
the path of conservatism and con- 
structive service. No American edi- 
tor has contributed more richly than 
he has in upholding the highest tra- 
ditions of the press, nor in service 
to his country. 

Under his guidance the Times has 
established an unprecedented record 
of faithful recording of the news of 
the world, and of sound and pro- 
gressive editorial feadership. 

A man of unimpeachable charac- 
ter, he reached the end of his career 
‘universally respected for the charm 
and nobility of his character and for 
the public service he has rendered 
for more than a half century. 

His death is a loss to his country 
and to the field of American journal- 
ism in which he occupied the fore- 
most position.

NAZIS FAIL IN DANZIG 

The failure of the nazis to gain 
control over the Danzig government 
in the election held Sunday con- 
stitutes the first major setback to 
be registered against Hitlerism. 
Danzig, a mandated city under the 
Leagile of Nations, is overwhelm- 
ing German in population, but was 
made a free port by the treaty of 
Versailles. It is the chief port of 
the so-called Polish corridor, a 
strip of former German territory 
taken away from Germany in order 
that Poland might have a gateway 
to the sea. 

It is one of the most ancient 
of northern European cities, having 
been alternately under the domina- 
tion of the Teutons and the Poles 
for more than a thousand years. 
From 1793; however, to the end of 
the World War it was an integral 
part of Prussia. 

Under German dominatior it be- 
came one of the most important 
ports and industrial centers of Eu- 
rope, and through it commerce 
flows to many northern and eastern 
European countries. 

The ity is situated only 253 
miles north of Berlin and, with the 
territory ot the Polish corridor, it 
divides East, Prussia from Germany 
proper. The regaining of this ter- 
ritery has been second in impor- 
tance to Germany to the return of 
the Saar basin. Until it is re- 
claimed, the dream of the Pan-Ger- 
manists for an expanded nation of 
Teutonic peoples can never be 
brought bout. 

The campaign leading to Sun- 
day's election was bitterly fought 
by the nazis, under the leadership 
of Paul Joseph Goebbels, German 
minister of propaganda and Hit- 
ler's right-hand man.

dent Roosevelt late today signed the 
$4.800,000,000 work relief bill. 

The president issued at the same 
time two allocations of the fund 
$125.000,000 for maintenance of direct 
relief and $30,000,000 for continuation 
of Civilian Conservation Corps. 

Mr. Roosevelt acted after reading 
the bill forwarded to him at the re- 
turn today from his fishing eruise. 
Congress passed it Friday night aft- 
er three months of consideration.

Our name for this pattern is the 
one given it by the woman we sent 
me the pattern. She calls it “Mar- 
ion’s choice.“ The generous donor of 
the pattern is Mrs. Gardner, of Ham- 
ilton, Ontario. As she developed it 
she used only two colors, but we 
added a figured print to the design 
and have a really beautiful and ef- 
fective quilt top. I am not saying that 
it would not be equally effective 
when developed in two colors but I 
think the effect is softer when a 
print is used in addition. Choose a 
Print that carries out the color of 
the plain material. 

For instance the quilt top might 
be made in yellow, figured yellow 
and white print and white. Or in lav- 
ender print and plain and white. Or 
in blue or pink or green. 

The Nancy Page Quilt Club mem- 
bers clipped the picture and directions 
from the paper. They sent for the di- 
rection leaflet with its cutting pat- 
ferns, From past experience they had 
learned that the patterns as given 
made no seam allowance, 

They had learned it was better 
to trace the pieces as given on light- 
weight cardboard, to cut out the card- 
board patterns and then to place these 
on fast-colored material. 

They used a sharp peneil to trace 
the outline.

Bucket Play 
Is Eliminated 
In Basketball 


By ORLO ROBERTSON, 
Associated Press Sports Writer. 
NEW YORK, April 8.—(/)—In 

the most drastic revision taken in re- 
cent years the national basketball rules 
committee today adopted rules design- 
ed to eliminate the post pivot or 
bucket play and the center jump fol- 
lowing a successful free throw. 

The rules, regulating the pivot play 
and the partial elimination of the 
center jump, were adopted after a 
two-day. session, during which the 
committee made four other important 
changes, three of which were aimed at 
redue'ng the crowding of players dur- 
ing a jump ball. 

The pivot play, long a bone of con- 
tention among coaches and officials, 
will be regulated in that a player 
will not be permitted to remain in 
his free throw line, with or without 
the ball, for more than three seconds 
except when trying for a loose ball. 

: NO MORE POSTING. 

The new rule, which was passed 
unanimously after a heated discussion 
in which the fight for its adoption 
was led by eastern delegates, is ex- 
pected to do away with a team post- 
ing a tall player at the free throw 
line to take the ball from down court 
and then either turning and shooting 
or passing to a teammate driving down 
the side of the court. In the event 
of an infraction of the rule, the ball 
will go, out of bounds, to the opposing 
team. 

The rule eee fe~ the ball, 
following a successful free throw, to 
be taken outside by the team scored 


upon at the end of the court where 


the point was made was a compro- 
mise suggested by H. V. Porter. as- 
sistant manager of the Illinois High 
School Athletic Association. 

The west coast representatives on 
the committee favored the elimination 
of the center jump altogether: as it 
was in the southern division of the 
Pacific coast conference this year. The 
committee felt, however, that the par- 
tial elimination would give coaches a 
chance to give the rule a fair trial 
with the possibility that the center 
jump will be done away within a few 
years. The new rule does not apply 
on technical or double fouls. 

: CROWDING. 

To reduce crowding the committee 

adopted the following rules: 
1. On jump balls it is illegal for 
a player to step on or across the 
diameter of the jumping circle after 
the ball is tossed up or before tapped. 
The penalty for violation of the rule 
shall be out of bounds and for repeat- 
ed infractions, a technica] foul. 

2. Whenever a jump ball takes 
place at the free throw line, all play- 
ers, except the jumpers, must remain 
outside of the free throw circle, the 
present are to be extended by a broken 
are into a complete circle. The pen- 
alty for violation is out of bounds. 

3. The officials will have more au- 
thority to keep players away from 
jump balls :
